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Continuation of 10. Other: In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it 
is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., two devices engaged in separate call sessions, concurrently, while using 
different call control languages and receiving multiple services at a plurality.of telephone terminals at the same time) are not recited in the 
rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims.
